The serious riots which have 
been occurring in’ Galeutta pro- 
much: food for thought 
regarding what would happen in 
India if the protecting arm of 
Britain were withdrawn. These 
disturbances, which are. purely. 
religious in character, started 
from. what would appoar..to be 
a very unimportant “incident, 
namely a Hindu procession ap- 
proaching a7 Muslim .mesque, 
the result that fighting 
broke out and there have been 
sporadic’ outbreaks for several 
days, , the casualty: “list - now 
having risen to quite -large

political about the affair; it is 
simply a case of rival religious 
adherents coming into: conflict ; 
and, religious prejudices being 
what they are in India, didastrous 
developments have — ensued, 
catising much ‘bléedshed and; no 
doubt further increasing the en- 
mity between., Hindus 
Muslims.
